First put your notes, dates and people in your home system then copy what you have to your tree 
in ancestry.com. This way if something ever happens to your membership with ancestry.com then 
you have your MAIN family history data on your home computer. I use Legacy at 
http://www.legacyfamilytree.com/ Are you LDS? Near where you live is a Family History Center 
run and operated by the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints. Their library staff will assist 
you for free in helping you find your ancestors. Sign into the Church's website called Family Search 
at the following, https://familysearch.org/ They have your ancestors where you can search their 
records for free. 

When looking for exact places the following website is helpful... You probably wonder how I can get 
Townships and exact locations for anywhere in the United States when I post my material. The 
following website is the answer. At the top of the page it starts out with the United States. Put your 
cursor on the United States tab and it will drop down a list of states. Go to the state and then it will 
drop down a list of counties. After the State and county is displayed it will give you a list of cities 
and cemeteries. 

When you list the city, it usually gives you the city, the township, the county, the state followed by 
the United States. I copy the whole line and remove the Township to just Twp and remove the word 
county. Now you know my secret. Once I list that location in my Legacy program it always gives 
me the correct location without retyping the entry. If Histopolis does not show the location or you 
don't know the county of the city, Google the city and state and Wikipedia will give you the county, 
then go back to Histopolis and you should be able to find the city and the township. Once you have 
the location scroll down and it will show you the nearest cities and cemeteries to that location.

First sign in to the website so you can have access to their full 
capabilities, this will allow you to enter gravesite memorials under your name. 

FAG has assigned a Memorial Number to each gravesite. When you open find a Grave on the right 
hand column, is search 1 21 million grave sites. Click on that label and it will open to a 
questionnaire called Find A Grave Search Form. 

If you know the Memorial Number of the person's gravesite you wish to see, in the middle of the 
form is a box labeled Memorial #: Put the number in the box then click Search. It will take you to 
that gravesite. 

Most of all of your ancestors HAVE NOT BEEN POSTED to Find a Grave. Therefore, you can 
research these people, then you can post them to the appropriate cemetery. 

When you open FAG, on the right is a label called Add burial records, click that label and you will 
see a screen with 4 boxes of choices on how to add your records. Click on the one that says 
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Family and Friends. 

It will ask you for your Log in and then take your to a form. You add all you know concerning that 
persons name birth and burial information and the Bio section is where I used to post my C2G 
profiles. After you are done, you are now the OWNER of that gravesite and NO ONE can make 
changes or add things to your memorial without your permission. 

This is why it is important you be the first to create a Find A Grave memorial for your ancestors 
otherwise if someone else does it , they will "Lock" you out and they become the owner of the 
gravesite memorial. 

Hope this helps. I could not find any of your ancestors as an example of you to see so this means 
you will be the first to create gravesites for your ancestors and you will be the owner. 

To find a cemetery, in the column on the right is a label called Search for a cemetery. Click on that 
and you will be asked the name of the cemetery. Put the name and location in the search form and 
it will give you a list of options. Find the one you want then click on it and it will take you to the first 
page of the cemetery. For instance type in Saint Joseph Cemetery state Connecticut County: New 
London the search engine brings up two choices. The one you want is at Norwich. 

Click on the name of the cemetery and it opens to a page giving information about the cemetery 
and two search bo9xes. The first is for the first name the second s for the last name. Put in the last 
name only for instance... Grinstaff and click search. 

If Perry has been entered by someone the search engine will give you a list of all the Grindstaffs in 
this cemetery. FAG gives you a message there are none listed. This means you can enter your 
father's information into find a grave and you will be the owner. In the Grave Search Results is a 
opportunity to add names to the find a grave database. Click that line and it will take you to the 4 
boxes previously mentioned. Good luck. Floyd
